Drawing In Our Schools 


Last Thursday Miss Good speed spent 
her second day 
in the supervision of 
drawing in our schools. 
Her work cm 
braces one day at DeKalh, two day - at 
Blerling and one day at Dixon. 
A« these 
are three of the most intelligent and enter 
prising cities of Northern Illinois in busi 
uess affairs, so they prove to tie in eduea 
lional matters. 
Uiti own Board of Kdu 
cation have certainly taken two very de­ 
cided and commendable steps this year; 
the enlargement of our seating capacity 
by giving the Third ward two new ele­ 
gant and commodious rooms, and l»v tin* 
employment of a specialist to care for the 
Interest of our pupils in drawing 
In a former issue we gave our views as 
to the importance of “ industrial draw 
ing" in our public schools, to day we eon 
fine ourselves to the practical workings 
of this last effort of our «eln ol hoard 
The plan arranged by our superinten­ 
dent and Mae Goodspeed involves no 
mice time than was formerly consumed 
in drawing 
It simply places the work 
on a more scientific and system Die basis, 
and thus insures far greater efficiency. 
For several years drawing lias t>eeupi< d 
from fifteen to twenty minutes of eat h 
daily programme; now the same time is 
used, and no more 
But the mind and 
hand of an expert direet ami control the 
work throughout, 
thus organizing our 
schools in this vpal branch of culture as 
they have been organized for years in 
others. 
On Friday, the 11th, at the close oi the 
afternoon session of our school 
Miss 
Goodspeed spent an hour with our corps 
of teachers in giving them instruction for 
last w eek’s work 
All the teachers wen 
present and took pari m the exercises. 
These consisted of illustrated oral discus 
sion a* to the theory of elementary draw 
ing, and practical application by the 
teachers with pencil and paper 
In this 
way all the lessons for the children, for 
the corning week, were not only explain­ 
ed and enforced, but were actually exe 
euted by each 
teacher as a preparation 
for intelligent supervision of the work to 
be don© by the children 
This course 
wdi be followed throughout the year. 
I*rof. Williamson ha“ so arranged the 
drawing hour« that Miss Goodspeed can 
visit each r* mn while the exercise is in 
progress, 
Bbe did this last Thursday, 
noting the work of tin* pupils and the 
manner of teachers in conducting the ex 
cremes.
